be  eold  therein,  shall  l>e  liable  severally  or 
jointly,  with  the  person  or  persons  selling 
or  giving  away  intoxicating  liquors  afore¬ 
said,  for  all  damages  sustained  and  for  ex¬ 
emplary  damages,  and  all  darnnges  recov¬ 
ered  by  a  minor  under  this  act  shall  be

Thx  Loudest  Swim  ox  REBord— The 
Norfolk  Chronicle  makes  the  death  of 
Baxaael  Brook,  a  Yarmouth  beachman,  the 
occasion  of  recalling  hia  extraordinary  es¬ 
cape  in  October,  1835.  A  vessel  was  ob¬ 
served  at  aea  about  1  r.  It.,  with  the  signal 
flying  lor  a  pilot,  bearing  East,  distant 
about, twelve  miles.  Brock,  who  belonged 
to  Layton’s  company,  with  nine  others, 
laaaetied  the  yawl  Increase,  and  steered  fur 
the  object  at  their  enterpriee.  About  4 
o’clock  they  come  up  with  the  veseel, 
which  proved  to  be  the  Spanish  brig 
Paquette  de  Bilbos.  Three  of  the  beach 
men  went  oo  board,  and  the  remainder  <>t 
v-  tbwwrow  of  the  yawl  were  sent  away.  On 
their  way  home  a  terrific  squall  took  the 
,  jawf* aaila  flat  aback,  and  ahe  cansized. 
In  a  few  miautee  all  of  the  crew  with  the 
exception  of  Brock,  were  drowned.  It  was 
then  about  it.,  and  the  nearest  land 

.<  was  six  miles  diMaut — dead  low  water; 
and  Brock  remembered  that  the  flood  tide 
would  be  setting  off  shore  making  to  the 
•outhtoard,  so  that  should  be  ever  reach 
the  shore  he  would  have  to  swim  and 
floatjxt  least  fifteen  miles.  The  swell  of 
the  sea  drove  turnover  the  Cross  sand  ridge, 
and  he  then  caught  sight  of  the  buoy  ol 
8t.  Nicholas  Oat,  nearly  opposite  his  own 
door,  distant  fqur  miles  from  the  land. 
He  Had  now  been  five  hours  in  the  water.

"  Stamping  out”  ia  tho  new  and  signifi 
cant  process  for  the  nrreat  of  many  diseases, 
and  in  none  can  it  be  more  effectually  em 
ployed  than  scarlet  fever.  This  thonld.  of 
course,  ioclude  isolation.  All  cases  should 
be  promptly  reported  to  the  health  author¬ 
ities,  under  huavy  penalties  for  neglect, 
and  all  occurring  among  persons  unable  to 
afford  seclusion,  should  be  taken  care  of  ut 
pehlic  ei|>eiiKein  appropriate  hospitals,  at 
safe  distances  from  populous  neighbor¬ 
hood*.  And  the  rich  should  be  compelled 
to  provide  sccltldon  In  isolated  rooms  for 
caoea  occurring  among  them,  or  else  relin¬ 
quish  the  cart.-  <>f  them  to  the  health  aotho 
rities,  and  be  subject  to  the  necessary  costs. 
All  eiothra  used  by  the  patients  should  be 
disinfected  or  tbstroyid.  Water  closets, 
ceatutKils,  and  drums  attached  to  the  hos¬ 
pitals  and  dwellings  of  the  ol- k,  should 
lie  thoroughly  disinfected.
